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Advisory Action 

Claims 28-44 are pending in this application. Claims 28-44 were rejected in the final 
rejection. Applicants arguments and amendments in response to the final rejection filed on 9-17- 
03 has been considered. However, pending claims are still not in condition of allowance due to 
the following reasons. 

While applicant's amendments to claims 41 and 43 overcomes the rejection of those 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 102(b), Examiner continues to maintain the obviousness rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious, since claims 36, 40 continue to recite the microorganism, 
Rhodococcus. Therefore contrary to applicant's argument, the references of Hirrlinger et al. or 
Dominique et al. further in view of Keith et al. continues to apply to remaining claims. 
Therefore, for reasons of record Examiner continues to maintain the obviousness rejection.
